Creating More Traffic Hazards 


Two men were killed in a collision on 
the new Marietta highway Saturday 
afternoon. 

Within a short time after the accident, 
scores—perhaps as many as 200—automo- 
biles lined both sides of the highway near 
the scene. Motorists who had no morbid 
curiosity to satisfy and who wished to 
continue their journey were forced to 
thread their way through one narrow lane, 
dodging pedestrians and parked cars in 
the process. 

There were plenty of patrolmen about 
~-Cobb County policemen, Fulton County 


officers and State Highway Patrolmen. 
But apparently little effort was made to 
keep the highway cleared. An unwary 
driver, traveling at a normal clip, might 
have been unable to stop in time, causing 
further pile-ups and possibly serious in- 
jury or death. 

It seems to us that one of the first 
duties of patrolmen at an accident should 
be to keep the traffic moving. The people 
who flock to such scenes merely out of 
idle morbid curiosity should not be 
allowed to block the highway, creating 
added traffic hazards.

What of the Individual's Rights? 


In this country it is our continual boast 
that the freedom of the individual is para- 
mount. 

The right to choosé and the right to live 
in one’s own way without undue interfer- 
ence are accepted American prerogatives. 
These rights extend to the lowest citizen 
and we have in recent months seen a num- 
ber of Supreme Court decisions reaffirm- 
ing them. 

Customarily, Americans rise in protest 
when any of their basic rights are threat- 
ened. 

There are times, however, when the 
issues become so confused that the ordi- 
nary citizen, busy with earning a living, 
is unaware that his traditional rights are 
threatened. 

That is the case at present in the debate 
in the House of Representatives over a 
substitute for the Taft-Hartley Labor Law. 

Even the concessions which the admin- 
istration and labor leaders reportedly 

have agreed upon in the so-called Lesinski 
Bill fail to go to the core of the matter. 
The inherent right of the individual work- 
man to join or not to join a labor union is 
not protected. | 

Rather, the Lesinski Bill, with which 
the administration hopes to replace the 
Taft-Hartley Act, would operate to force 
all workmen to join a labor union, regard- 
less of their own wishes. 

Likewise, the bill would operate to

compel a union member to make contri- 
butions to a political party or political 
cause to which he was unalterably op- 
posed. 


Approximately 17 States now have laws 
banning the closed shop. These laws are 
for the protection of the individual. He 
may join a union if he desires. But he can- 
not be forced to join as a condition to get- 
ting a job. These laws would be invali- 
dated specifically by the Lesinski Bill. In 
that respect the bill is even more drastic 
than the Wagner Act. 


The Lesinski Bill provides that “. . 
nothing in this Act, nor in any other 
statute of the United States, or in any 
state law, shall preclude an employer... 
from making an agreement with a labor 
organization ... to require as a condition 
of employment membership therein, or 
from paying to such labor organization, 
pursuant to a collective bargaining agree- 
ment, membership obligations or sums 
equivalent thereto by deduction from 
wages or Salaries...” 


In other words, the administration bill 
gives unquestioned power to labor organi- 
zations to determine who shall and who 
shall not work. And it makes certain the 
union is enabled to collect dues and assess- 
ments, 


That, we submit, is contrary to the 
American concept of individual rights.

WASHINGTON—The wave of elation among the Western Allies, which first greeted Russia’s pro- 


posal to lift the Berlin blockade, has given way to a feverish search for means to counter the Krem- 
lin’s expected next bid for the body and soul of Germany. 


Already it is accepted that if and when 


the often-delayed German peace conference reassembles it will be in effect, and perhaps even in 
form, a meeting not of four nations but of five, with Germany itself the added participant. 


And there is strong premonition that the con- 
ference will evolve into an auction, with Russia 
and the Western powers bidding against each 


other for German favor. 


Two cards that Russia is believed to have 
up its sleeve are: (1) Demand for full unifi- 
cation of Germany with the capital at Ber- 
lin, and (2) an offer to withdraw all its 
armed forces from Germany if the other 
powers will do likewise. 


It is to meet the first of these Russian stipu- 
lations that the Western powers have been work- 
ing so hard to complete agreement among them- 
selves and with the Germans for establishment of 
a federated state consisting of the American, 
British and French zones of occupation. This 
accomplished, they simply would invite the Rus- 
sian-occupied area to come in. 

There is no such ready-made counterpart, 
however, for the anticipated Russian proposal of 
troop withdrawal. The Western German plan 
calls for continued controls of industry and trade 
that could scarcely be maintained without some 
Rebuilding with 


promised on the assumption that German manu- 
facturers will contribute to recovery of the whole 
Western Europe. Certainly France and the 
Benelux countries would not now consent to set- 
ting Germany entirely free militarily or eco- 
nomically. 

But there is suggestion that the Western pow- 
ers might go so far in meeting a Russian offer 
of troop withdrawal as to limit Western military 
occupation to prescribed zones and promise com- 
plete military withdrawal as soon as the rehabili- 


tation of Western Europe, including Germany, 
from war damage is completed. The Marshall 
Plan timetable for this job runs out in 1952. 


Any proposal to re-establish. the Reich as 
of old is bound to have a powerful appeal to 
the German people. As against this, the 
Germans may be loath to give up the Ameri- 
ean cash contribution, currently in excess of 
$500.000,000 a year, but even on this eco- 
nomic side Russia is not without attractive 
bait. Germany’s natural trade outlet always 
has been more to the East than to the West. 
Between wars Germany drew its food supply 
mainly from Poland, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, 
Rumania, Hungary and Russia, and in return 
supplied these countries with manufactured 
goods. Of the present Russian satellite coun- 
tries, only Czechoslovakia may have been 
more Western than Eastern in its prewar 
economic trend. 


One obvious stumbling block for Russia in 
her quest of German favor is the detachments 
of German territory for herself and Poland. Ger- 
man politicians, while cheering for the proposal 
that all foreign armies be withdrawn from their 


soil, hardly can fail to demand at the same time | 


that Germany’s prewar borders be fully restored. 

Finally, there is every evidence that the Ger- 
mans have come more and more to hate and fear 
Communism. But it could be that Russia has 
become convinced that she has reached the limit 


of Communist expansion westward, for the time | 
being, and is ready in consequence to take hands | 


off and let Germany go its own way, provided 
the Western powers do the same.

Kind of Empire 


In my time the British have often caused me 
to leap to my feet with a near-attack of apoplexy 
crimsoning my features, but I have always re- 

spected, admired and liked the blighters. 


They not only provided us with parliamentary governments, but 
they have provided a continuing study in how to maintain a flexible 
government and, in a time when crowns are out of fashion, to 
extend the concept of the crown in a manner truly amazing. 


The British Commonwealth of Nations has just been enriched by 
India. After generations of struggle to escape from the British 
crown, the Indians attained a republic. They now have brought 
it under the British crown. It constitutes a story of government 
which should give warning to those who speak of the British 
empire being dead and belonging to the bygone years. It also 
affords, for those who wish to muse about the future, a fascinating 
theory, namely, that the British mav be building up a socialist 
empire which wil) become as strong and endure as long as the 
imperial empire, which reached its zenith in the time of that 
buxom Queen, Victoria. , 


In Victoria’s day the empire was an actual one. The 
crown was indivisible. Its authority was actual in every 
It was the day of Tommy Atkins, and 
It was the empire of Kipling and 


region within the empire. 
the thin, red line of heroes. 
the “Barrack Room Ballads.” 
Slowly empires went out of style. It should be noted by Ameri- 
can writers, speakers and organizations which adopt resolutions 
deploring change that the empire went out of fashion almost en- 
tirely because of outside pressures, influences and changes. 


Sovereign Many of the divisions of the empire became domin- 
ions, proclaiming their own sovereignty. They ac- 
knowledged the same crown, but were independent of it. The 
crown had no actual authority. The dominions could go contrary 
to one another or to Britain itself. They often did. They could 
remain out of Britain’s wars or go in, as they chose. In both the 
great World Wars, South Africa voted herself in by narrow mar- 
gins. In each of them Canada’s French provinces resisted the draft. 
Yet, the British crown and King were accepted bv each. 

That required great skill in government. It also required— 
and this is the basic ingredient—an amazing amount of common- 
sense, | 


India | 1d India recently became two na- 
tions, India and Pakistan. Pakistan, the Moslem region, 

was agreeable to remaining in the commonwealth. So was the 

newly created commonwealth of Ceylon. But India balked. 

India said, in effect: “We want to stay in. But we cannot 
acknowledge even theoretical, or indivisible, allegiance to the 
crown, even though it is in effect meaningless and we can act 
contrary to the crown.” 

That was a poser. But the British solved it. They dropped the 
word “British.” The Commonwealth of Nations remains. There 
are no longer dominions. - None acknowledges any allegiance to the 
British crown. But each, and all, acknowledge the British crown 
as “the symbol of the free association of the members of the com- 
monwealth.” 

That’s all it has ever been.

He Will Be Hard To Replace 


TOKYO—The only really cogent objection to a- fundamental 
change in the way we govern Japan is that General of the Army 
Douglas MacArthur would leave. It is a perfectly valid objection. 

An -off-the-record talk with this curious and complex man 1s 
one of the “musts” for the visiting fireman in Tokyo, like seeing 
Mount Fuji. Those here who have had the experience—and they 
are many—are forever comparing notes on “my interview with 
MacArthur,” rather in the manner of middle-aged clubwomen difs- 
cussing “my operation.” As with an operation, the experience is 
memorable, but one is apt to feel temporarily anesthetized. 


Sans Cap The most surprising thing about MacArthur is that 

he does not look like MacArthur, It is amazing that 
a gold-braided hat could so transform a man’s appearance. When 
the cap is not there, the stern-jawed, eagle-eyed MacArthur of the 
Sunday supplements Is not there either. Instead, there 1s an elderly 
man with a very long head, an interestimg, intensely mobile face, 
and a paternal, rather old-fashioned courtesy of manner. 

It would be easy to make fun of MacArthur. It would be easy 
to make fun of the way he parts his hair, for example. He parts it 
exactly on a level with his right eyebrow. In order to accomplish 
this remarkable feat, he has to wear his hair at a most unmilitary 
length. 

It would be easy to make fun of the way he talks. He is per- 
fectly capable of making a full-fledged, full-throated oration, eyes 
flashing, 
to a single listener. It is this which induces the sense of numb- 
ness, of being under anesthetics, in those who interview him. One 
has the uncomfortable feeling of being a totally inadequate substi- 
tute for cheering thousands. 

And it.would be easy to make fun of what he says. MacArthur's 
prose style, both written and spoken, is made for parody, with his 
penchant for involved, purple, and sometimes totally meaningless 
passages. 


Yet merely to make fun of MacArthur would be 
Underneath to miss the whole point of the man. Certainly 
there is something of the ham actor in him. There is something, 
too, of the old-fashioned politician, the kind who loved bombast 
for its own sake. But beneath the bad theater and the bombast 
there is shrewdness, a great if very special ability, and an intense 
patriotism. This patriotism, like Gen. Charles de GaujJle’s, has a 
curiously personal, rather archaic flavor. But it is perfectly genu- 
ine. MacArthur is certainly a man who has loved his country. And 
after his fashion he has served it well. 

He has served it well in this closing chapter of his career, the 
American occupation of Japan. Even those who are most deeply 
convinced that the occupation is now beginning to go dangerously 
sour, agree that MacArthur’s peculiar personality has been the 
occupation’s greatest intangible asset. For it has undoubtedly held 
a special magic for the Japanese. The country people cgll him 
“Tenno Mak.” in respectful reference to one of their best-loved 
pre-meiji rulers, and no Japanese, however privately critical of the 
occupation, will criticize MacArthur. 

As for MacArthur’s past policy, its best defense is simply that 
it has been bitterly attacked from both Right and Left. 


Policies In view of his political reputation at home, MacAr- 
thur’s policies here provide, in fact, one of the major 
mysteries of the occupation. It is true that occupation policy has 
recently shifted sharply to the Right. But this has been largely 
the consequence of pressure trom the United States. And it is 
difficult to understand how those policies which have stemmed 
directly from MacArthur himself—land reform, civil liberties, Zai- 
batsu dissolution, the creation of a large labor movement—can have 
endearéd MacArthur to such men as Col. Pobert R. McCormick. 
The fact is that a lot of hard work, enthusiasm, intelligence and 
even idealism have gone into the occupation. The further fact is 
that the occupation has been a success, as military occupations go. 
But it is time it went. 


One wonders whether MacArthur himself has rot sensed that | 


the time has come for a change. For it is clear that what has been 
the climax of a remarkable career is now moving over into anti- 
climax, as the Army’s government of Japan bogs down. It is also 
perfectly clear, whether one likes the man or not, that when change 
comes, MacArthur will be hard to replace.

It’s been sly propaganda while it lasted. 
pea The little woman couldn’t balance her 
checkbook. She couldn’t do a thing about those old bills, 
with all that adding and subtracting and .credits and 
debits. And taxes—why, what poor feminine brain could 
figure out all that fine print? 

Hmmmmm. 

Next Wednesday afternoon when Merrill Lynch, Pierce, Fenner 
and Beane, the brokers, open their first daily afternoon class to 
offer women a free course in the complicated business of cor- 
Porations, investments, securities, etc., they may get the surprise 
of their lives about the poor little lost female in the maze of big 
business. 

They will hear some cameo-faced little citizen inquire sharply 
about short selling and speculative investments for a quick turn 
over and by the time the experts get around to explaining the 
difference between preferred and common stock, the girls may 
have slipped out for a flier in oi! . ON margin. 

Because, the truth is, women and money are natural 
affinities. They always have been, wags and sharp opera- 
tors to the contrary. There are exceptions, of course, and 
bankruptcies to prove it, but the majority of the weaker sex 
understands the currency situation like they’d been born 
with silver dollars, not spoons, in their mouths. 

At least 21 years ago the University of Chicago came out from 
a conference and conceded that women controlled 80 percent of 
the consumer dollar.

Getting women in the coupon clipping business will do more 
than stimulate the stock market, and deliver trust officers from 
some of their headaches. It will make international experts out 
of them overnight. The minute they find their steel going up 
with a parley in France, their aviation going down with a brush 
in labor circles in Washington, their utilities wavering with good 
news on taxes—“anticipated in advance’’—they'’ll be trading the 
Wall Street Journal for Vogue. 

So, this is a note to the experts next Wednesday. Nobody 
will ask for samples or door prizes. Nobody will lift an eye- 
brow in expectation of a one-cent sale. 

But a pretty envelope to hold the stock certificates in the future 
might be good business for all of you.

This has been 
the main obstacle to the Bain- 
bridge man’s appointment. Now 
past 60, he is slightly beyond the 
age limit set by the Department 
for new Federal judges. 


Picked originally by Sen. Walter 
F. George for the post, Conger, a 
prominent South Georgia attorney, 
was also endorsed by Sen. Richard 
B. Russell. Both Georgia Senators 
recently called at the White House 
to urge President Truman to send 
nis name in for the vacancy. 

The additional Middle District 
judgeship was created under a 
special bill put through Congress 
recently by Sen. George to provide 
relief for Judge Hoyt Davis, pres- 
ent presiding jurist, who has been 
suffering from failing evesight 
during the past year. 

Later in the session stiil another 
additional Federal] judgeship is ex- 
pected to be provided for the 
Northern District of Georgia when 
Congress takes up the omnibus 
judgeship bill. It will make pro- 
vision for a second judge in the 
‘Northern District to fill the va- 
cancy left by the retirement of 
Judge Marvin Underwood. The 
Federal docket in the district is 
one of the heaviest in the country 
and Judge Bob Russell is said ‘to 
be in need of assistance. 

When the new Northern District 
judgeship is created Sen. Russell 
is expected to name the judge, 
under a long standing arrangement 
between him and Sen. George for 
dividing the patronage in the two 
districts. 

Sen. George was elated over 
‘word that Conger’s nomination 
will soon be forthcoming and pre- 
dicted that he will make an out- 
‘Standing federal jurist. The Bain- 
bridge man has been his friend for 
years.

We deeply regret the hardship which the strike called by the Union 


has imposed on the thousands of riders who depend upon public transit 


as a necessary part of their daily lives. We regret the interruption in a 


public service whose efficiency is a matter of pride to the whole city. Un- 


der the circumstances, however, there was no way in which the Georgia 


Power Company could avoid the strike. 


Here Is the Situation 


For nearly five weeks officials of the Georgia Power Company ne- 


gotiated with representatives of the Union in an effort to agree upon a 


new contract. During the last 48 hours before the Union called the strike 


these negotiations were going on almost continuously—day and night.

During the course of these negotiations the Union offered to settle 


for a 15-cent per hour increase in wage payments and working conditions 


which would amount to’ almost $500,000 a vear plus an indeterminate 


amount for a separate pension plan to be substituted for the 


Company s 


present pension plan and its other pension contributions, amounting to ap- 


proximately $350,000 a vear for this group of employes. However, just 


before the strike was ordered by the Union at midnight Saturday its de- 


mand was changed to one for arbitration of increases amounting to ap- 


proximately $] 


SO0.000 a year. 


The demands made by the Union could not he met without running 


the risk of bankrupting the Atlanta transit system. This service has been 


operating in the red for several vears. Two increases in fares have been 


granted by the Georgia Public Service Commission. These increases 1n 


fares were made necessary by the rise in operating costs—principallv in 


creases in wage payments already granted to members of the Union. The 
transit system lost money in 1947 and 1948 and during the first three 
months of 1949 was in the red to the extent of $186,000. 


What It Means to You 


Here are some questions which you will want to ask yourself: 


Do you want to pay a 15-cent transit fare? 


In order to meet the Union’s demands we would have to ask the Pub- 
lic Service Commission for such a rate. Even that might not be adequate 
hecause it would be so high as to drive away many of the present patrons.

We suggested the Georgia Public Service Commission as a Board of 


Arbitration on wage rates. The Union refused to accept this suggestion 


on the ground that the Commission is incompetent to arbitrate a wage dis- 


pute. The Company then offered to arbitrate. wage rates in the same man- 


ner as in the 1947 arbhitration-

(n increase of $50.000 a vear was offered bv the Company in over- 


time and other fringe payments in addition to the arbitration of basic 


wage rates. The Company made an alternative proposal of $132,000 a 


vear in additional pay to settle both wage and fringe payment issues. In 


addition, the Company proposed the appointment of actuaries represent- 


ing both parties to study the pension situation and make a report as the 


basis for further negotiation.

No. The wage rates of Atlanta transit operators have increased 83 


per cent since January 1, 1941; of this, 45 per cent has been granted just 


since April, 1946. The increased wage payments for transit workers given 


in the last three vears amount to over $120,000 a month—about $1,500, 


000 a year. Based on an analysis of a recent payroll period, the average 


earnings of regular trolley operators are $312 a month. Their wage rates 


are right at the top among Southeastern cities.
